“So far as the defendant in this 
case is concerned,” said Ach, we want 
to assure the court that not a single 
person other than his counsel is being 
employed in any capacity.”

DENIES AUTHORITY. 


This brought forth a statement from 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. O'Gara that it was 
reported that persons approaching 
Prospective jurors declared themselves 
to be agents of the District Attorney's 
office, and that Dist.-Atty. Langdon 
authorized the statement that no one 
had been given authority to represent 
his office in approaching the persons 
who had complained. 

After absenting himself from

Ruef then states that he “declined 
time and again to make any state- 
ment,” and that Langdon, Heney and 
Burns then caused the Rev. Jacob 
Nieto and Rev. Berhard Kaplan to 
call on him and urge him to tell what 
he knew for the good of this commu- 
nity, and that if he would do so he 
would be promised and guaranteed and 
given full and complete immunity. The 
two Jewish ministers called upon 
Ruef's mother, father and sister, and 
through them urged the afflunt to tell 
the grand jury all he knew; “that 
pending these negotiations, this affiant 
did say to the said W. J. Burns that 
he, the affiant, might disclose what 
he knew, and that the same might not 
satisfy the prosecution, in which event 
he feared they would attempt to retgact 
and repudiate their proposed contract 
of immunity, or neglect to carry out 
the same; that said Burns, acting for 
the District Attorney, did assure and 
promise this affiant that no question 
of that character would be raised.” 
Ruef then goes on to say that Burns 
reported the matter to Heney and 
Langdon, and returned with their as- 
surances that there would be no ques- 
tion about carrying out the immunity 
pact, but that he, Ruef, “again stated 
that possibly, if he complied with their 
wishes, that either the prosecuting of- 
ficers or one or both of the judges of 
the court might fail to carry out the 
agreement, and that thereupon said 
Burns did assert that if any one re- 
fused to carry out the said agreement, 
if made, that he would kill such per- 
son. 


BIGGY ALSO URGENT. 
“That Elisor William J. Biggy also 
urged him to tell all he know about 
the alleged bribing of Supervisors; that 
Biggy personally guaranteed to the 
affiant the promises of Burns, and did 
assert that he would kill any one who 
was a party to said proposed agree- 
ment who would violate the same as 
against said affiant.” 

That it was part of the scheme sug- 
gested to affiant by Heney, Lang- 
don and Burns “that this affiant should 
plead gullty to the charge on trial 
(extortion,) although affiant always as- 
gerted and still asserts his innocence 
of said charge, with the distinct un- 
derstanding and agreement then made, 
that the sald plea would be withdrawn 
and indictments dismissed.” 

Ruef says that he did not agree with 
the suggestion, and was then told that 
if he would not do so, his co-defend- 
ant in the extortion case (Schmitz)

BETTER SERVICE. 
With the introduction of the gasoline 


motor cars it is promised that there 
will be an immediate improvement in 


to operate these cars between this city 
and Riverside, a car possibly every 
hour giving a vastly increased service 
to the orange city and all intermediate 
points. Qn the heavy rails and firm 
roadbed of the steam line they will 
make (Last time, even beating that of 
the steam trains, it is predicted.

One of the sweeping changes prom- 
ised as an accompaniment of the in- 
troduction of the gasoline motors is 
the reöntry of the Southern Pacific into 
competition for passenger traffic be- 
tween Los Angeles and Pasadena. 
With the perfection of the electric sys- 
tem, the steam railroad was compelled 
almost to abandon this field as the cost 
of operati.g passenger trains, with 
crews of four or five men, and at fre- 
quent intervals, Was so great as 
make the busines unprofitable. 

Because of its private right of way, 
the few stops necessary, and the short- 
ness of its line, the steam road will, 
with the new form of motive power, be 
able to make fast time and possibly 
regain much of the lost traffic. 


DOWN IMPERIAL WAY. 


| Another big project pertains to the 
operation of the gasoline motor cars 
on the Imperial Valley branch of the 
Southern Pacific, extending from Im- 
perial Junction on the main line to 
Calexico on the Mexican boundary, a 
distance of forty miles. Passenger 
and freight business is exceedingly 
heavy on this branch, but the railroad 
men have argued that the returns were 
not great enough to warrant the run- 
ning of the number of trains the pub- 
lic demanded.

IRST FRUITS OF MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP, 
BIG SALARIES. 

With joyous whoops, the people of Manitoba, 
Canada, welcomed the municipalization of the tele- 
phone system. Equally joyfully the Bell Telephone 
Company handed over to the people what somebody 
unkindly called its “old junk” and received in ex- 
change $3,300,000. Now the taxpavers are obtaining 
the firat fruits of government ownership in the shape 
of a highly-paid Cabinet Minister and an even more 
expensive Telephone Commission, which will run“ 
the business for the province. 

The new official for whom the special position of 
Minister of Telephones Telegraphs has been cre- 


, ated fm the Manitoba Cabinet, is to get $5000 a year. 


That is quite a sum, but the government ownership 
zealots find a great deal of comfort in the fact that 
he is “the first Minister of Telephones ever appointed 
in any Anglo-Saxon country.” They seem to think 
he is cheap at the price even though they admit that 
he will be little more than a figurehead and that 
“the real work of telephone administration will de- 
volve upon a telephone commission.” This commis- 
sion wil! cost the country $19,000 a year for the 
salaries alone of its three members, and as there will 
be an army of clerks, large offices and other appur- 
tenances which will eat up money, the expenses of 
the commission will be large. But what of that; 
has not government ownership won a great victory 
in Manitoba? 
Be it noted that the three members of the commis- 


sion are all Bell Company employés and they are re- 


ceiving from the government larger salaries than 
the company paid them. But it was a famous vic- 
tory, wasn't it? The chairman of the commission, 
who was manager of the Northwest department of 
the Bell system, will receive 57000 per annum. This, 
we are told, is “greater than the salary of any pro- 
vincia] Cabinet Minister and more than he received 
from the Bel] Company, owing to the fact that the 
entire responsibility for the management of the sys- 
tem will be shifted from Montreal to Winnipeg.” 
Any excuse is better than none, but the government 
ownership advocates must be hard put to it to ex- 
plain their actions when that is the best they can do. 
The other two commissioners will each receive $6000 
a year. They were valued servants of the Bell Com- 
pany, but it did not rate them that high. 
Nevertneless, do not forget for a moment that a 
grand victory for nationalization of public utilities 
was won in Manitoba. These things are expensive, 
but then it is so “nice” to have another government 
department into which the job-seeking friends of 
the administration can be pitched when their re- 
quests for positions cannot longer be put off. It cer- 
tainly is a mighty fine thing to have another source 
of government “pap,” @ virgin stream of patronage, 
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and if in the end the dear public pays through the 
nose, none of the government ownership hangers-on 
will care so long as they are “well fixed.” „Blessed 


be the name of the government ownership! ? „ 


ARS FOR WOMEN, 

in crowded London it has been found compu 
sory to provide separate cars for working women in 
the early morning and late evening hours when the 


rush to work and back home is heaviest. In New 


York the same thing is in contemplation. 

This will seem strange to us here in Los Angeles, 
who know nothing from personal observation as to 
what takes place in such cities as London, New York 
or Chicago. Indeed, we do not have to go so far for a 
bad example. Any one who has gone out Market 
street, San Francisco, during these hours 
will be at no loss. With us in Los Angeles the pres- 
ence of women in large numbers in competition with 
men in gainful occupation has not quite strangled 
all sense of chivalry among the men. It is still usual 
to see men offer seats in the cars to women. Young 
men particularly are given to this chivalrous con- 
duct, and it is the elderly and tired woman who gets 
tiie seat oftenest. A man who would jostle a woman 
rudely on one of our cars would be put off by the car- 
men, and if they neglected their duty the bystanders 
would attend to the “rough.” 

The New Yorker has. less chivalry than he of any 
other city in America. In San Francisco it is only 
along Market street that the rough appears as he 
is. He is in all cases a specimen of a certain element 
in her population that is brutal in all respects. On 
other car lines, where this * is scarce, chivalry 
exists. * 

In New York the assertion of the right of brute 
force is almost universal. it is an exhibition of boor- 
ishness as often by a man faultlessly dressed as by 
one in the plainest garb. The principle that might 
makes right is more frequently applied to the poor 
working woman than to others. Men wo look like 
gentlemen and who no doubt think they are such 
crowd over the feet and limbs of women in the most 
disgusting manner. As to offering a woman a seat, 
that is a “weakness” that few Gothamites would be 
guilty of, 

It is simply an act of mercy on the part of the 
transportation companies to provide working women 
with cars to themselves. The well-to-do can take 


carriages.

line, the first Leopold having been a German and 
elective King. It is barely two generations ago since 
this election of a King took place. 

The first Leopold was an exemplary man and 3 
good King so far as he had any functions to perform. 
When every throne in Burope was rocking in 1348 
and there were some signs of an uprising in Belgium,

minds he still had his German home to which he 
could return. When this King died in 1863 he left a 
blessed memory and the Belgians raised a beautiful 
monument to him in the pretty park at Laeken in 
full view of the royal palace. 

Leopold II has been a King in name for forty-five 
years. These years have been spent in finding 
amusement while the constitutional government 
managed affairs of state with but scant reference to 
the royal head. Had this gay monarch been simply 
gay there would have been little harm done, and the 
Belgians would have remained placidly contept. But 
Leopold has been not only gay but bad. His badness 
has been as various as the figures in a patchwork 
quilt. He was bad to his wife in her lifetime, putting 
insults on her in the royal palace which would dis- 
grace a yeggman. He has placed similar indignities 
upon his daughters. He has outraged pu! lic opinion 
by his conduct in the kingdom and in foreign lands. 
The world has alternately shaken its sides laughing 
at this old roué and held its nose as his conduct hay 
befouled the air. His people have felt humiliated by 
the King’s life and would be glad to be rid of him. 
Should his mind show signs of serious decay the 
crown will fall from his head. j 

But who will succeed? Leopold has no m 
sue born in wediock. He has plotted to e a son 
born out of wedlock his heir. This has stung the 
Belgian pride more than all else. A nephew has been 
regarded as the heir apparent, and has been well 
liked in Belgium until recently, when a quarrel 
broke out between him and his young wife which 
drove her to seek shelter in her German home The 
Belgians will not have another roué to reign over 
them, whatever his name or lineage. The election of 
the first Leopold, an outsider, to the throne, has been 
too recent for the family to take a deep root in the 
soil. 

But all Western Europe is concerned in this mat- 
ter and the people of Belgium will hardly be per- 
mitted to exercise free choice. As a buffer between 
Germany and France and as a barrier between Ger- 
many and the North Sea the kingdom and its gov- 
ernment are of great importance.
